THE NEW BOARD which will 
henceforth combine the duties of 
the Palm Springs High School 
and the Desert School District 
board, is composed of Mrs. Melba 
Bennett, 
Willard 
Hillery, 
Dr. 
Frank Purcell, Raymond Sorum 
and Roland Vaile. 
The new board will have juris­ 
diction over schools in Cathedral 
City, Desert Hot Springs, Edom, 
I! 
and the Palm Springs schools. 
Newest members of the Unified 
District board are Sorum and 
Vaile who were elected to the 
school board May 21. Dr. Purcell 
who had served on the High 
School board and whose terms as 
^ _ a trustee had expired, was voted 
into office again during the May 
21 election. 


BY THE USE of lots used, at 
the first meeting, Dr. Purcell will 
serve a four year term ; Vaile and 
Sorum each three years. 
Mrs. 
Bennett’s term will expire in 
1950 and Hillery’s in 1949. 
Regular meeting night of the 
new board will be on the second 
Tuesday of each month at the 
Frances Stevens school. A public 
hearing on the annual budget 
was set for Monday, August 2, at 
9 p.m. at the Frances Stevens 
school.

The sun was hot enough Tues­ 
day to broil a chicken without 
the trouble of lighting a fire but 
that 
did 
not 
deter 
Riverside 
county deputy sheriffs from dig­ 
ging vigorously into the mysteri­ 
ous mound of earth near the gas 
tank north of town. 
They were there because a flat 
rock had been found on a mound 
of earth, with all the appearance 
of having been layed there with 
the tender care with which one 
would set a headstone over the 
grave of a loved one.

INSCRIBED on this stone was 
the following inscription: 
"With this rock on my chest. 
I know I shall rest, no more 
will I roam the high-ways. 
"PAUL MICHKEVITZ 
Died 
December 19, 1946." 
The shovels dug into the yield­ 
ing desert earth and the perspira­ 
tion rolled off as the officers bent 
over spades. It was a grim task 
with human imagination running 
rife in conjecture as to what 
would be found. 
But nothing was. 


SOME PRANKSTER with a 
macabre twist had sat near this 
mound of earth with brush in 
hand and had inscribed the above 
epitaph. 
He must have known, too, that 
when the mound of earth was 
discovered with the headstone 
and the stone-bordered “grave,” 
some hard working officer or of­ 
ficers of the law would come and 
start digging. 
They did just that under a sun 
that caused every movement of 
the body to start an abundance of 
perspiration.

Figures Reveal Steady 


Growth of Palm Springs 


Steady growth of Palm Springs 
was reflected in the figures re­ 
leased by R. M. Gorham, post­ 
master, showing postal receipts 
for the first half of 1948 as com­ 
pared with the first half of 1947. 
The figures show that the first 
two quarters of this year brought 
$74,710.39 in receipts compared 
to $63,881.85 for the correspond­ 
ing period in 1947. 
Postmaster Gorham pointed out 
that the summer months 
are 
growing busier each year here. 
The s e c o n d quarter of 1948 
—April, May and June—were 18 
per cent over the same quarter 
in 1947.

Supervisors, after hearing the 
plea, agreed to provide the serv­ 
ice requested for four days a 
week instead of full time. 


THE DELEGATION from the 
desert indicated it would accept 
the compromise agreement. The 
decision to ask supervisors for 
employment of a full-time plan 
ning technician and staff at a 
centrally located office in Indio, 
was reached at a meeting held 
here a week ago Wednesday by 
the full advisory committee. 
Chairman Ted Carlson named 
the delegation to Riverside after 
the need for a local planner to 
co-ordinate the many phases of 
the rapid growth of the desert 
area was pointed out by Joe Sny­ 
der of Indio, William E. 
Al- 
worth, city manager, and others. 


SUPERVISORS first demurred 
seeing trouble if a special tech­ 
nician was granted the desert 
area and not other areas in the 
county. But it was pointed out 
that other areas were close to the 
county seat whereas the nearest 
point in this area to Riverside 
was more than 50 miles away. 
Joe Snyder of Indio headed the 
local delegation which met with 
A. C. Fulmor, chairman of the 
county planning commission and 
other planners before approach­ 
ing the supervisors. 


DURING THE HEARING it 
was brought out that sub-offices 
for all county departments are 
needed in the desert area because 
of the distance from the county 
seat but only the offices of tech­ 
nical director were included in 
the compromise agreement. 
It was agreed that the new 
county planner would concen­ 
trate on the desert area next 
year. 
Question of a building code for 
the desert area was brought be­ 
fore the board by L. C. Lewis of 
Cathedral City who said the lack 
of adequate zoning was holding 
back pioneer development of the 
area. Fulmor doubted if such a 
code could be prepared before 
end of the year. 


AT THE MEETING HERE the 
advisory committee unanimously 
approved a preliminary draft of 
a building and zoning code for 
the desert area and in unincorpo­ 
rated areas. The zoning commis­ 
sion will be composed of desert 
residents. 
Snyder, after the session, said 
he was in accord with the com­ 
promise plan. He added: 
“We just don’t think a program 
for Coachella Valley can be plan­ 
ned from offices in Riverisde.”

MAYBE Harry Oliver had something last Fall when he started one 
oi his many campaigns—this one for county division. Oliver urged 
that Riverside county be cut in two and that this half, everything 
from the eastern portal of the San Gorgonio Pass to the Colorado, 
be named Desert County. 
Oliver’s theory was that in tnat way the produce of the desert 
could be rightfully labelled, that Desert grapefruit, for instance, 
would mean something and could be spelled with a capital D. He 
wasn't serious, of course, but it made good reading and got several 
replies from the county seat telling him to shush, not put ideas 
in people’s heads. 


BUT IF WE CAN'T HAVE a separate county— and no one seems 
to want that— at least, the desert area which comprises one of the 
wealthiest supervisorial districts in the county and pays a heavy 
proportion of the county’s tax load, should have some consideration 
for the distance it is from the county seat. 
Establishment of regional county offices in the desert area 
would save residents of the fourth district a large sum in travel 
expenses each year. Of course, establishment of regional offices for 
county departments in the desert would entail an additional govern­ 
mental cost and a resultant bulge in the budget. 


SO FAR. the sheriff’s office and the district attorney's office have 
established sub-offices in the desert area. Now Coachella Valley 
wants a planning technician for this area. The demand seems reas­ 
onable enough. As Coachella Valley residents point out, a regional 
planners office is needed to promote orderly growth here. They 
believe that intelligent planning for the desert cannot be done miles 
away in a different climate and environment. 
Supervisors have granted part of their request. The desert will 
have a part time planning technician on the job. It's a start. And 
if the desert keeps on growing and developing as it has in the 
past few months, it won’t be too long before Riverside county will 
have to do as Los Angeles and San Bernardino counties already have 
done in outlying areas—establish branch offices for all divisions of 
county government on the desert, even up to the superior court.

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Echoes of Convention 


Village Republican Leader Describes Scenes 
At Republican Session at Philadelphia

When I promised to write a daily report on the progress 
of the Convention for the readers of The Desert Sun, I 
honestly thought I would find plenty of time for it, but this 
is the first moment since the convention started on Monday 
of this week, that I have had time to sort out all of the im­ 
pressions that I received. I have endeavored to investigate by 
observation and questioning every phase of this convention 
so that I could give you a comprehensive report. 


Monday and Tuesday of this 
w eek w ere devoted to the busi­ 
ness of introducing the perm a­ 
n e n t Chairm an, Joe M artin, to

and 
to 
speech making. T he session op­ 
ened at 11:00 a.m. and recessed 
about 1:30, reconvening a t 9:00 
p.m. and adjourning about m id­ 
night. 
Considerable 
tim e 
was

listening 
to 
sopranos, 
baritones and quartettes, as out- 
of-place a t a political convention 
as at a C ham ber of Commere 
m eeting at home. Invocations by 
m inisters of different faiths were 
delivered at each session, some of 
them unnecessarily long, and I 
doubt very much if they moved 
an y of the politicians to reroute 
th e ir 
ambitions. 
M onday 
and 
T uesday the business of th e day 
w as definitely second in im por­ 
tance. 


3Y T H E SECO N D D A Y , talk 
picked up around the hotels con­ 
vinced m e that D ew ey would un­ 
doubtedly win on the third bal­ 
lo t if not sooner. This caused a 
“stop-D ew ey” 
cam paign. 
One 
group talked of form ing a Van- 
denberg-Stassen 
coalition 
i. 
a 
su re w ay to stop Dewey, others 
talked of drafting Eisenhower. 
There was also considerable spec­ 
ulation as to w ho would be the 
vice-president in the event Dew­ 
ey won the nom ination. 
Halleck of Indiana was thought 
to be the favorite, principally be­ 
cause he was responsible for per­ 
suading the Indiana delegates to 
pledge 
them selves 
to 
Dewey. 
However, because Stasscn’s ap­ 
pearances were m et w ith such en- 
thusiam some thought it possible 
th a t the people would dem and 
Stassen. 
Brickcr, 
Dewey's 
1944 
running m ate w as a w illing can­ 
didate for the V.P., but I don’t 
hesitate to say th a t in his con­ 
vention speech 
h e had shown 
him self 
an 
insufferable 
“ham ” 
an d fat-head. To m e it is incon­ 
ceivable that such a man should 
g et as far as he has in politics, 
and a good reason why w e m ust 
be alert enough and give the 
tim e from our ow n businesses to 
keep such men out—way out, of 
public office. G reene of Illinois, 
M cCorm ick’s m an. literally talk­ 
ed him self out of the V. P. by 
m aking

inordinately 
long and dull. 


ON W E D N E S D A Y things be­ 
gan to move along at a faster 
pace and a business-like attitude 
took the place of the carnival 
spirit.

was th e roll call of states for the 
nominations. First Dewey, then 
Taft, W arren, Stassen, and Van- 
denberg. Each nom ination speech 
took fifteen minutes. This was 
followed by a dem onstration on 
the floor and in the gallery. The 
delegates, alternates, guests, cir­ 
cled th e floor yelling, whistling, 
singing, calling out th e nam e of 
their choice. The purpose was to 
keep the dem onstration going as 
long as possible. Dewey and Taft 
even had stooges lined up in the 
alleys, and these people, led by a 
band, w ere let onto th e floor and 
kept 
there 
by 
leaders 
who 
prom pted them from 
th e side 
lines. Taft, who is a reactionary 
of the 
old Republican 
school, 
com bated 
Stassen’s 
popularity 
am ongst the young people by 
having 
hundreds 
of 
attractive 
young m en and women in the pa­ 
rade. 
The dem onstration for Gover­ 
nor W arren was entirely sponta­ 
neous, unsupplem ented by paid 
w orkers. My biggest th rill was 
when I paraded around th a t con 
vention floor, shouting m y loud 
est, “We w ant V 
cn”. It was a 
sm all bit to play in a big show 
filled w ith big nam es b u t I was 
proud to be a torch bearer. 


F O L L O W IN G the dem onstra 
tion of each candidate, four sec 
onding speeches of about five 
m inutes each were m ade. Of the 
four 
m ade 
for 
W arren. 
Irene 
Dunno’s was the best. 
It was 
“non-f’ /iitical”, sim ple and con­ 
vincing. 
Miss 
D unne’s 
diction 
was im p e cable and in both pre­ 
sentation 
and beauty 
she put 
Clare Luce to shame. Mrs. Luce 
had talked on Monday night and 
her barbed witticism s, pointed at 
Mr. Trum an, did not distinguish 
her—her sneech was exceptional 
only in its bad taste. Speaking of 
speeches, :t would be a great 
service to the party if, w ith the 
forced 
retirem ent of 
Taft-m an 
C arroll Reece, a com plete reor­ 
ganization of the policy of the 
N ational 
Comm ittee 
could 
be 
made. The first reform should be 
to shorten all speeches, forbid 
venom and ghoulish bom bast (a 
la B ricker) and om it all music 
w ith the exception of th e Star 
Spangled Banner. 
The W ednesday night session 
war not adjourned until 3:30 a.m. 
so no Thursday m orning session 
: was postponed until 2 p.m. IIow- 
ever, at 12:30 G overnor W arren 
addressed a California caucus in 
the M irror Room of th e W arwick 
Hotel 
w here 
our 
headquarters 
had been moved from the crowd­ 
ed quarters of the B ellevue-Stra- 
ford. 
The delegates, 
alternates 
and the press who w ere invited 
to the caucus were first address­ 
ed by Senator Bill 
K nowland 
who rem inded them th at T hurs­ 
day would be a day of rum ors 
and th at had B ritain listened to 
rum ors the world w ould not be 
free today and he then urged the 
delegates to stand firm in their 
loyalty to Governor W arren. The 
G overnor then spoke to us in 
words so simple, good-natured, 
and strong that I was filled with 
a trem endous pride for this man 
that w e Californians w ere offer­ 
ing to share w ith the rest of our 
country—this man who had giv­ 
en us such special and excellent 
service 
as Governor, 
for Earl 
W arren stands for all of the great 
things in which the American 
people can believe. 


T H U R S D A Y at 2:00 the m eet­ 
ing 
reconvened 
and 
balloting 
started almost im m ediately. Each 
state was called upon, beginning 
with Alabama, the chairm an sta t­ 
ing the num ber of delegates, and 
a spokesm an for th e state then 
announced the num ber of votes 
cast for each candidate. On the 


first ballot Dewey w as far in the 
lead of his closest 
contestant, 
Taft, but still about 117 votes 
short of the necessary m ajority 
of 548. On the second ballot, the 
stop-Dewey boys, led by G over­ 
nor Duff of Pennsylvania stalled 
the conclusion by 
having 
the 
larger states dem and a check on 
the 
votes 
of 
their 
delegates. 
There w ere loud protests to this 
procedure from the balcony, but 
by 4:30 a vote was taken to ad­ 
journ until 7:30—presum ably to 
have tim e to strengthen forces 
against Dewey. However. Dewey 
had piled up enough votes in the 
second ballot to put him w ithin 
33 votes of a m ajority and w hen 
the session reconvened at 7:30, he 
was 
unanim ously 
elected 
our 
nominee for President. 


On the first two ballots C ali­ 
fornia stood oat—53 strong for 
W arren—certain evidence of our 
confidence in him. On the th ird 
ballot K nowland released them 
to cast their vote for Dewey.

rent would consider the V ice­ 
Presidency. B ut the fact th a t it 
paid only $20.000 a year salary,
